LONDON, England. — University 
College, Dundee, is now following the 
lead of Edinburgh, Glasgow, and St. 
Andrews in the provision of resi- 
dential accommodation for students 
taking the university courses. More 
than £2,004 was recently subscribed 
locally for a women's hostel, and to 
this sum the Carnegie Trust has 
added £2,500. For board and lodg- 
ing the sum of £4C a year has been 
fixed. Even so small an amount as 
this Is beyond the reach of some stu- 
dents; with furthet endowments, it 
would be possible te lower this rate 
or make special provision for young 
women unable to afford the full fee.

Sergeant Ghaseaud Was Guest of 
FOlMlft UCY. OF CIBCLX. 



Annual Joint Meeting With So- 
ciété Française in Union Was 



Lifst night the annual Joint meet- 
ing of the Société Française and the 
Cercle Français was held in the Din- 
ing Hall of the Union. Mr. Grosjean. 
President of the Cercle Français, open- 
ed the meeting with a tow words 
of welcome to the Society's guests. 
Miss Greterin, honorary President of 
the Société, replied with a short ad- 
dress, in which she compared life at 
McGill with life in a French college. 

Dr. Walters was the next speaker. 
He began by saying that the Cercle 
Français had changed its policy since 
he was Honorary President, some 
years ago. At that time the attend- 
ance was very poor, and only two 
meetings were held- during the year. 
This is in marked contrast to the 
meeting last night. Next followed a 
pianoforte selection by B. Duncan. 
Prof. Morin was then Introduced by 
Grosjean, President of the Cercle. 
After expressing his pleasure at be- 
ing present, Prof. Morin described the 
men's side of life in a French Uni- 
versity. A piano solo by Miss Rut, 
followed Prof. Morin's address. 

Mr. Grosjean then introduced Ser- 
geant Chazcaud, the chief speaker of 
the evening, who won the Croix de 
Guerre for his work at Chemin des 
pames last year. Sergeant Chazeaud 
modestly claimed he had only done his 
duty, which is expected of every sol- 
dier. Me then went on to describe 
some of. his experiences at the front, 
where he was attached totheDth Col- 
onial regiment. After leaving New 
York for Bordeaux; Sergeant Cha- 
zeaud went through a very rapid 
training, consisting of bayonet fight- 
ing and the other phases of the or- 
dinary training. Besides this, he spe- 
cialised" in the field telephone, which 
is a very ' dangerous business, as the 
line is often run from the most ex- 
posed positions. It was in this work 
that he won his decoration. A French 
soldier stays with the reserves for 
about 6 days, after which ho is sent 
to the trenches for a period of 24 
days. He is then sent far behind the 
firing- line for a rest 

Sergeant Chazeaud went on to de- 
scribe the offensive last April. The 
actual date was kept with great sec- 
recy, even from the troops them- 
selves. Sergeant Chazeaud's part was 
the distribution of grenades and mu- 
nitions of war. This work Is some- 
times very dangerous, as the explo- 
sives are liable to go off in the case 
of an accident. The speaker then de- 
scribed with great force the prepara- 
tions for a great offensive, and then 
the awful suspense attending the last 
ten minutes before the troops go over 
the top. Then comes the trying busi- 
ness of identifying the dead as they 
lie on the field, French and German 
together. The bodies are mostly bur- 
led In craters, after they have been 
identified by the metal discs which 
each soldier wears. Sergeant Cha- 
zeaud then described the Lorraine 
front. The people here are famous 
for their hospitality. The country is 
very fertile and fruits of all kinds 
are plentiful. After his trip to Lor- 
raine he went to Verdun, thé appear- 
ance of which was In marked con- 
trast to Lorraine. He was only here 
for 15 days, but this was long enough. 
The country was desolate, and no- 
thing was left of the city itself, but a 
mass of ruins. Every building was 
reduced to a mass of mortar and 
bricks. The weather Is colder here 
also. The troops suffer much from 
frozen feet. The speaker mentioned 
a case in another sector where the 
Germans and French had occasionally 
fraternized, but • these cases are few 
and far between. He also mentioned

DAYLIGHT SAVING. 

Extract! from the Report of the Com- 
mittee Appointed by the Secre- 
tary of State for tho Home De- 
partment to Inquire into the So- 
cial and Economic Results of tho 
Rummer Time Act; 1916. . 



At the conclusion of the first sea- 
son of Daylight Saving in Kngland, 
the Home Secretary appointed a com- 
mittee of ten to make an exhaustive 
enquiry into the working of the act, 
with a view to determining whether 
it should be renewed for 1917. The 
Committee went carefully into every 
aspect of the Act, gathering evidence 
from all quarters and all classes, and 
came to the conclusion that from nl- 
most every point of view the change 
In time was a decided benefit. What 
minor drawbacks there were would, 
the committee was satisfied, disappear 
aa those affected learned how to ad- 
just themselves to the change In time. 
Following are extracts from the re- 
port of the committee, a lengthy docu- 
ment, summarising their conclusions 
under the various headings. 

Public Health. 

, 18. — AU our Information points In 
the same direction, and the general 
medical opinion communicated to us !* 
that the extra hour in the open air 
must have proved benefioial to the 
health of those who enjoyed it, al- 
though at the moment no particular 
fâcta and figures could be adduced 
III support of the statement. This Is 
the view token by Dr. Frederick Tay- 
lor, president of the Royal College of 
Physicians, who made inquiries on the 
subject from a number of the Fel- 
lows of the college. 

19. — We have devoted particular at- 
tention to the question, of the effect 
of "summer time" on the health of 
children, and we have boon glad to 
find that, In apite of certain statements 
which had been made to the contrary, 
the bulk of the evidence (mostly de- 
rived from education authorities) fa- 
vours the conclusion that In the case 
of children also summer time lias 
proved a success. 

Publio Morals and Ordar. 

20. — The police authorities have ne- 
cessarily been our main sources of 
information in regard to the effects of 
the act on public morals and order, 
and we have found among them a gen- 
eral concensus of opinion that the 
operation of the act resulted In a de- 
finite Improvement. 

21. — In our circular to police author- 
ities we also Included an Inquiry as to 
the effects of the act on street acci- 
denta. ... On the whole, however, 
the evidence points to a definite, 



of the abnormal conditions. 

Worker*' Interests. 

25, —The general view of employ, 
ers, as expressed In the replies to the 
questlonnarles, was that their employ, 
ees had taken full advantage of the 
extra hour's daylight; and while the 
majority were not in a position, with 
so short a period for observation, to 
state positively whether or not an 
Improvement In health had resulted, 
a number had noticed increased vital- 
ity In their workers, and in some cases 
an Improvement in the standard of 
the work. Only one or two employers 
recorded the appearance of any 111 ef- 
fects in the shape Of tiredness and 
irregular timekeeping, 

26. — We have had evidence from all 
sources of the value of the extra day- 
light to the very large number of 
workers who cultivate gardens and 
allotments. 

31.— Taking the whole of our evi- 
dence, we are satisfied that the great 
bulk of the working classes are fa- 
vourable to summer time, and we are 
convinced that they stand to profit 
by It as much as, and in many cases 
more than, any other section of the 
community. Such real Inconveniences 
as have been experienced will, we be- 
lieve, be remedied with a little more 
experience of .summer time conditions. 
It has, moreover, been frequently 
pointed out to us that the great pres- 
sure of work under war conditions 
has prevented many workers from tak- 
ing much advantage of the extra day- 
light, which they will be able to en- 
joy more fully when normal times re- 
turn. 

Children* 1 Sleep. 

28.— -We are glad to be able to re- 
port, aa a result of all the evidence 
which we have received, that while in 
a certain number of districts .1 tendon, 
cy to shortened sleeping hours has 
been noticed, tho fears which were 
entertained in the matter have not n 
the main been justified. 

Trade, Industry and Commerce. 

87.— The replies received to the very 
comprehensive inquiries which we 
have described in paragraph 9 above, 
show beyond alt question that the 
opinion of employers in every trade, 
industry, and business throughout the 
country, is overwhelmingly In favour 
of summer time. 

Economise In Artiflelsl Light and 
Fuel. 

61.— The great majority of the re- 
plies which we have received from 
individual employers, from business 
and commercial associations, and from 
co-operative societies, agree in the 
view that, except in the case of fac

substantial saving In the consumption 
of artificial light, 

Agriculture. 

69.— In spite of such difficulties as 
have been recorded, a very large ma- 
jority of farmers and war agricul- 
tural committees are in favour of the 
renewal of the act, and the majority 
even of those who are of opinion that 
It was not advantageous to agrleul 
ture consider that It should be re 
newed, as they recognize Its great 
benefits to the ' community at large. 

Later Closing of Shop«, 

84.— Taking the evidence as a whole, 
therefore, while undoubtedly there 
have been cases of later closing during 
the summer time period in a certain 
number of districts, chiefly among 
ahops of the smallest class <and there- 
fore not always Involving the hours 
of an assistant), it la clear that the 
tendency has not been a marked one. 

The Alteration of the Clocks. 

78. — Considerable apprehension had 
been expressed as to the confusion 
that would be likely to arise when 
the actual changes In time were made. 
AS a matter of fact, the transitions 
from normal to summer time and vice 
versa seem to have been accompllsh- 

d without any public Inconvenience 
of any kind, though we believe that 
summary methods of putting back the 
time on the September 30 (in spite 
of the official warning on the sub- 
ject), led to a number or casualties 
among striking clocks. 

Foreign Countries. 

79. — France: Judging from press re- 
I oris summer time appears to have 
been a great success in France, and 
there were advocates for a starting 
date so early as February it this 
year. 

Holland: According to accounts in 
the Dutch press, the official attitude 
towards summer time Is favourable. 

80. — Germany and Austria: The 
Prussian Government have made elab- 
orate Inquiries amongst all the Inter- 
eats concerned, and a number of Ger- 
man and Austrian newspapers have 
also been conducting researches on 
their own account. 

Che evidence from trade, commer- 
cial, nnd industrial sources, and from 
town Interests generally, seems to 
have been distinctly favourable. Strik- 
ing Instances are given of saving in 
tlficialf light and fuel in various 
large cities. . . .-In the country dis- 
tricts of Germany the agricultural 
opposition appears to be strong. . , 
It nppears to have been the Intention 
of the German and Austrian Govern- 
ments all along to retain summer time 
toi the period of the war.. 

Australia. 

In Australia, daylight saving was 
adopted by the Tasmnnian .Govern- 
ment on the first Sunday in October 
last, and is apparently to continue un- 
til tho last Sunday in March. After a 
period of negotiation between the other 
States, daylight saving was eventual- 
ly put into force by the Commonwealth 
Government for the whole of Austra- 
lia on January' 1. 

Conclusion. 

84.— Taking the evidence we have re- 
ceived as a whole, we can unhesi- 
tatingly say that the vast preponder 
an ce of opinion throughout Great Bri 
tain Is enthusiastically In favour of 
summer time and of its renewal, not 
only as a war measure, but as a per- 
manent institution. 

As we have already pointed out. 
some difficulties have undoubtedly 
been experienced, but not to anything 
like the extent predicted by the cri- 
tics of, the scheme: and we have not 
heard of any that could not be' over- 
come with good will and organization. 
Indeed, the experience of summer 
time in 1916 has converted many of 
IU former opponents into hearty sup-

CHARGES ON FRENCH RAIL- 
WAYS. 

A new bill is now contemplated 
with regard to the charges ori the 
French railway Eystems. The whole 
question is explained In some per- 
suasive detail in a circular which has 
been distributed in (he Chamber with 
reference to ...is bill. The Govern- 
ment recalls that al the outset it had 
considered this subject jointly with 
the companies of the East, the MUi, 
the P. L. M„ and the P. O., after 
A'hich an increase in the tariffs of 15 
per cent. ; was applied and was to con- 
tinue only i. until the traffic on those 
systems became normal again. But 
owing to the prolongation of hostili- 
ties and the increasing deficit In the 
various systems, the period during 
which the increased charges were to 
remain in force has necessarily to bo 
extended, and in these circumstances 
I he Government preferred to adopt a 
waiting policy, and continue the in- 
crease for the duration of the war 
ind six years following the cessation 
of hostilities, so us not to disturb the 
relations of the State and the compan- 
ies until a certain time, after tho war, 
when the whole regime of the railroad 
systems would call for a general con- 
sideration and overhauling. 

It is proposed that the increase shall 
remain at' 15 per cent. This increase 
Is necessitated by the financial situa- 
tion of the railway companies and by 
the treasury interest. The deficit of 
1917 will amount to 580,000,000 francs, 
which, added to that of the three pre- 
vious years, will bring the total de- 
ficit on the great railway systems to 
1,COO,000,000 francs. Owing to the 
agreements In force no less than 1,- 
106,000,000 francs of this deficit will 
fall to the account of the State, and 
It is caused chiefly by the Increase 
In all departments of expenditure, 
and the advances In wages and sal- 
aries that have had to be made to the 
employees owing to tho greatly en- 
hanced cost of living. The allowances 
made to the companies' servants on 
this account amount to 200,000,000 
franca a year. The 15 per cent, ad- 
vance in charges will not bo applic- 
able to military transports or to the 
parcel post service, and it will yield 
about 225,000,000 francs a year, which, 
as shown, is little more than Is 
granted tho employees, owing to the 
high prices prevailing. The circular 
goes on to recall the substantial re- 
ductions that had been made by the 
companies up to the year 1912, which. 
In the case of travellers, amounted to 
29 per cent. In comparison with 1S71 
and 41 per cent, in comparison in 
1855, whilst for thé goods traffic the 
reductions were 39' per cent, and 45 
per cent, respectively. In effect, there- 
fore, it Is pointed out, the present in- 
crease, after all, only amounts to a re- 
turn to thO tariff of 1907, and is only 
a small increase, and not such as to 
provoke any further advance In the 
cost of ' living. In conclusion, it is 
slated that the companies observe lit- 
erally their engagement with the 'Gov- 
ernment not to exercise the rights 
conferred npon them by the agree- 
ments of 1883 to raise their tariffs on 
the "grande vitesse" or express trains 
if, the, State carries out its intention 
of imposing a tax on these services.

I hope that the people 
of Great Britain' and the United States 
will always remain true to those great 
principles on which their Institutions 
are founded, and that their flags may 
wave together in beauty and harmony 
In many a distant land, the one bear- 
ing on it the emblem of the Might 
of the Creator, the starry heavens, 
which express His infinite power; and 
the other emblazoned with the em- 
blem of God's greatest work, the re- 
demption of man."

A THEORY VERiriEO. 

Professor Von Poddingcraft tor 
Puddlnghead, as the name m.iy Ue 
rendered Into English) was long cele- 
brated In the University of I.eyden. 
for profound gravity of deportment, 
and a talent of going to sleep in the 
midst of examinations, to the Infinite 
relief of his hopeful students, who 
thereby worked their way throush 
college with great ease and little 
study.

centripetal force of gravitation; a 
most ruinous event to this planet, and 
one which would al*o obscure, thoush 
it most nrobably would not extinguish, 
the solar luminary. 

An unlucky stripling, one of those 
vf. grant geniuses who seem sent into 
the world merely to annoy worthy 
men of tho puddlnghead order, desir- 
ous of ascertaining the correctness of 
the experiment, suddenly arrested the 
arm of the professor, Just at tne mo- 
mrnt the oucket was in tts y.enith 
which immediately descended with as- 
tonishing precision upon tho nead or 
thi* philosopher. A hollow sound, a 
red-hot hiss, attended the contact, 
but the theory was in the amplest 
manner illustrated, for the unfortvn- 
ate bucket perished in the conflict! 
but the blaxlrg countenance of Pro- 
fessor Von Poddingcraft emerged from 
amidst the waters, glotvmj; fiercer 
than ever with unutterable indigna 
tion, whereby the students were mar 
vellously edified, and departed consld 
•rably wiser than before.— Washing 
ton Irving.
